HANUFACTURINa CONCERNS. 


They Will Xeceive Especial Attention j 


by the Census Department. 


Tbe statistics of the manufacturing 


and mechanical industries of the twelfth 
census will form one of the most impor-; 
tant and interesting departments of that 
stupendous undertaking of the national 
government. 


In rural districts and small towns 


these statistics will be collected by the 
'• 


enumerators while engaged in counting 
the population and collecting the sta- 
tistics of agriculture. 
But the cities 


and larger towns of impoitance as man- 
ufacturing centers have been withdrawn 
from tbe jurisdiction of enumerators, 
and the collection of these statistics of 
manufactures and the mechanical in- 
dustries in these cities and towns has 
been placed under tbe supervision of 
chief special agents. 


For New Hampshire,Col. W. H. Stin 


son of Danbarton is iu charge, his ex- 
perience of nearly eeven years under 
Colonel Wright in the fteld work of the 
national department of labor especially 
recommending him for the work. 


Colonel Stinsou says that iu thw state 


the following towns and cities have been 
withdrawn from the care of the enumer- 
ators and placed under bis supervision, 
for tbe collection of manufacturing sta 
tistics: Manchester, Concord. Pern 
broke, Pittsfield, Dover. Farmington, 
Rochester, Somersworth, Derry, Mil- 
ford, Nashua, Laoonia, Tilton. Keene, 
Winchester, Claremoni, Newport, Ber- 
lin, Lancaster, Greenville,Exeter, New- 
market, Portsmouth, Franklin, Lebanon, 
Littleton, Haverhill. Peterborough, and 
Wolfeborough. 


These arajjlassed in fourteen districts 


with twenty two special agents to be 
commissioned for tbe canvas. AH ap- 
pointments are made at Washington, 
Mr. Stiusoo only having tbe power to 
reccommend. A list of the agents ap 
pointed for the special work will be 
published as soon as the appointees 
have executed their oath of office. In 
speaking of the duties of these men 
Colonel Stinson said: 


"It will be their duty, after being 


qualified, to visit every factory, mill, 
shop or other establishment iu their as- 
signment, in which any manufacturing 
of mechanical industry is carried on, 
and to obtain through inquiry all tbe 
information called lor iu tbe questions 
contained on their blanks. The infor- 
mation gained by a special agent can 
not be disclosed to any person not au 
theorized to receive it under a penalty 
of 1500. Everything is strictly confi- 
dential aud will be used only for pur- 
poses of tabulation, to show tbe aggre- 
gates in tbe many departments as Indus 
try, aud nothing will be published in 
census reports or otherwise that will 
disclose or identify individual or es- 
tablishment, 
j 


"Special schedules have been prepared 


for the following manufacturing indus- 
tries peculiar to our state: Brick, cot 
ton, printing and dying, woolen, hosi- 
ery and knit goods, silk, leather tanned ! 
and curried, boots and shoes, lumber 
aud saw millu, agricultural implements, 
carriages and wagons, flour and grist 
mills, butter and cheese and condensed 
milk, paper mills, printing aud pub- 
lishing, and railroad repair shops, while 
what would be styled as general [sched- 
ule No. 3, applies to almost numberless 
classes of smaller concerns, 
shops, 


mills, etc. 


"Under this head will come black 


smithing, boot and shoe custom mak- 
ing and repairing, planing mills, sash 
door aud blind factories,bottling works, 
cabinet making, carpentering, contract- 
ing and building, dress making, dyeing 
aud cleansing, photography, -plumbing 
aud gas fitting, printing, saddlery and 
barm si making and repairing,stone cut 
ting, tailoring, tinsmithing, •upholster- 
ing, watch, clock and jewelry repairing, 
wheelwrighting. etc., etc. 


"City, town and state pride should 


prompt every manufacturer visited to 
furnish tbe ^information asked without 
hesitation for everything is strictly con- 
dential." 


Colonel Stiaeon says that tho plans 


for tho work are well in hand aud he 
expects tho field work of the agents for 
tho industrial canvass will be completed 
by June 30.

THE GARRET-ANCIENT, MODERN' 


Sixty TeleKr*»h Ceri**y«Blee H«T* • 


Clearing Houe at B«rB. 


Although thousands of miles of line 


were in operation bf-fore 1805, the world 
telegraph as it exists today dates from 
that time and from a convention held in 
Paris, to adopt regulations for interna- 
tional telegraphic operations. 
Previous- 


ly in'sendiiig a message from one country 
to another delays were encountered 
which made the telegraph little more ex- 
peditious than the post. 
In traveling 


across Europe a message not only occu- 
pied an exasperating amount of time, but 
also accumulated an appalling list of 
charges reckoned in different kindj* of 
money for each country it had psssed 
through. 
These charges could not be 


paid in advance because the amount of 
them was not known at the point from 
which the message was sent. It may be 
imagined that under such conditions the 
telegraph wa*; not generally employed in 
transacting business. 
From the point of view of the pri.vate 


citizen, the most important work done by 
the Paris convention was to arrange a 
uniform schedule of telegraphic rates 
and to provide that messages might be 
sent in code or secret language if de- 
sired. Arrangements were likewise made 
for the more rapid transmission of inter- 
national message. 


As a result of the work of this and 


succeeding conventions we have the inar- 
velously intricate yet simple system of 
sending telegraphic messages -which pre- 
vails today. It is possible now to send a 
message from any village that can boast 
a telegraph office to any other point in 
the world that is reached by the far 
spreading maze of wires. Moreover, the 
sender may feel assured that his message 
will go forward quickly, and it requires 
but a moment for the clerk to inform him 
as to its exact cost. 


Considering that the ownership of the 


various telegraph and cable lines of the 
world is divided between nearly 40 dif- 
ferent governments and half that number 
of private companies, this is a highly in- 
teresting example of business centraliza- 
tion. It has been brought about through 
the establishment of the international 
bureau of tel»graphs at Bern, Switier- 
land. This bureau codified the charges 
of the many different countries subscrib- 
ing to the union, using the franc as a 
basis for all rates. It has brought about 
many other changes calculated to extend 
and improve the telegraph business, in- 
cluding the compilation of a great diction- 
ary or international telegraphic code con- 
taining some 300,000 terms taken from 
Almost every language in existence.— 
Aiuelee's Magazine.

A Stsiklnc Peculiarity of Yletiau *t 


Sudden Deaths. 


"Did you ever see a man die?" asked a 


•nan. who has traveled much. "1 don't 
mean by that die a natural death in his 
bed, but suddenly, as the result of either 
accident or intent. It has been my ill for- 
tune to witness such au ending to man's 
estate in life, and the first time it occur- 
red was when I was a small boy. 


"I was coming down a stieet which 


ran past one of our principal hotels. A 
man on a stepladder was cleaning the 
old fashioned electric light in front of the 
•mtrance, and in some way he received 
the current, and it killed him deader than 
a doornail. I was quite a distance away 
at the time, hut owiug to the man's posi- 
tion on the stepladder raising him above 
the heads of the intervening crowd I had 
a perfectly, plain view of tjip accident. 


"The second time I witWssed an acci- 


dental death was that of a man jumping 
fiom a runaway express wagon. He must 
have been simply wild with fear, for he 
ran to the tailboard and deliberately 
jumped out facing the direction opposite 
to that in which the wagon was going at 
the time. He went over, striking full on 
his head on the hard roadway aud lived 
only a few moments afterward. I also 
saw a man shot to death while I was at 
Manila. He attacked one of our sentries 
with a knife, but the soldier was too 
quick for him and killed him with his re- 
volver. 


"The one thing that struck me in all 


these sudden deaths was the way in 
which the victims seemingly shrunk in 
sine. One moment there would be a man 
in the full tide of life, with good or. ill 
fitting clothing, as the case might be, but 
in any case filling it out, and the next 
moment there would be n huddled pile of 
clothing, apparently just as it might have 
been throwa to the ground by some care- 
less hand. The man inside seemed to 
have little to do with it; he looked by 
comparison so much too small for it that 
it might have simply been thrown over 
him. I have seen a number of men .knock- 
ed senseless, and in each aud every case 
I have always observed the same phe- 
nomenon."—New York Tribune.

One of ihe instances illustrating that 


the fashion of the world changeth is is 
the uew f-tiiuate sot by those who bnili 
houses on the garret. In modern houM9 
the garret is made much of and is *» 
carefully finished off as any of the ro0MM* 
in the house, while in tbe old tim^ ttie 
garret was the unfinished part of the 
house, tlie remainder. 
It wa» the far- 


thest from the living and grand rooms of 
the bouse. In tenement houses it was 
the cheapest part of the house* unless the 
cellar or basement be exceptefl. 


The garret in private houses was the 


receptacle of things worn, wasted and 
retired from active service* It was a 
refnge for liiiinnn creature* who might 
come under the bead of distWed and left. 
Vet it was in those poor acd-ancient days 
of the garret that it mtfe its great 
name, for associated in the" garret were 
poverty and genius. In the days of Pope 
authorship became closely linked with 
the garret. Dr. Johnson, Dick Steele- 
and Goldsmith had their garret days in 
Grub street, and the ''high living" asso- 
ciated with "high thinking" existed in 
other dnys and other capitals, else tbe 
world -would not have known Beranger 
and his song of "The Garret." with its 
melodious refrain of "give me my garret 
and my twenty years." 


The garret in the city will he found 


spoken of in literature generally as asso- 
ciated with poverty, sometimes with 
crime: but not so in the country. 
The 


garret of the village and of the farm is 
another sort of place. This has no dark 
or sordid or painful memories. It was 
rude and unfinished—one large room, di- 
vided only by such partitions as might 
be made of carpeting and the like—but it 
was not associated with privation. Boys 
who slept in garrets slept well, even 
though the stars shone through the roof 
and in winter the vagrant snow sifted 
through on the counterpane. Tbe sleep- 
ers in the garret bad the great advantage 
of hearing the music of the rain on the 
roof, supported by the heavy bass of the 
thunder. 


The rural garret was the storehouse of 


things past,, the place where tbe relics ot 
tbe last generation were hid away. To 
children—the latest comers in the world- 
it was therefore a Herculanemn or Pom- 
peii or even a longer secreted Troy. In 
it were the uniforms of the militia which 
long ago crossed a stream darker than 
Washington's Delaware; dresse* short in 
waist and narrow and long in skirt, and 
even "bruised arms" were hung up there. 
Books which had lost their covers and 
interest to a former generation were con- 
signed to garrets, to be read again with 
glowing or filling eyes by young di»cov- 
erers. 
• Tbe garret has loat its aid tenants, the 
authors. 
Thejr have descended to the 


first floor and the front room. Perhaps 
they are not as near heaven now as in 
the former days. Literature has grown a 
greater and more profitable trade. The 
change is a good one, but somehow 
greater names do not rise than those 
made famous of yore in close proximity 
to the rafters. The old garret, however, 
in memory grows a brighter place than 
it was in fact. Some garrets fill up with 
a golden glow.—Kansas City Star.

This sweeping fctau;nu-j)l 
inar lm caUod In question, but Mr. Rich- 
ard Dbusihile Stocker id very jjositive that 
It is well founded, and in Tho Humani- 
tarian he tells how the facial indexes to 
character may Ixs r«*d. If the face bo di- 
vided by two imaginary horizontal lines. 
that division including the forehead and 
eves indicates the extent of intellectual ca- 
pacity, that including the cose nnd check 
bones indicates will power, thnt including 
cheeks, lips, jaws and chin indicates thu 
feelings. So cinch for the general indica- 
tions. Mr. Stockcr then proceeds to inert 
specific information. 
First, as to the fore- 


head, the sent of tho intellect: 


"If tho lower part of the forehead be the 


fullost, so that it advancc-fi over tho eyes, 
it indicates that the observing powers and 
practical faculties are in tho ascendency. 
Should the upper section be prominent or 
bulge forward, it shows that tho reasoning 
powers and theoretical side of the indivi- 
dual nro strongly rcprewnrod, while if it

"Viewed full face: A wide forehead 


shows a broader mind than does a narrow 
one, and a high forehead indicates more 
intuition and altogether loftier character- 
istics than n low one.

Next as to eyebrows, the contour posi-

straight, it indicates sincerity and frank- 
noss. 
If, however, it should bo ohliquo 


and tho hciirs spring from the root of the 
nose, it shows elusive and deceptive tend- 
encies." 


Tho oye, wo aro told, shows by its full- 


ness nnd convexity tho power of speech. 
The si/.o of tho eye shows tho degree o( 
sontimont, fancy, regard for tho opposite 
sex. 
The distance between tho oye.s indi- 


cates power of remomboring forms nnd 
outlines. Tho color indicates the temper 
amcnt, but on this point we get no partic- 
ulars. 


No other feature Is so pregnant with 


meaning nstho nose. Tho more sizo counts 
for little, but its height above the checks 
unerringly indicates niontal capacity and 
clovntion of character. A pug or snub noso 
indicates either Immaturity or arrested 
development; a Roman nrcb, love of paw- 
or; a Grecian straight noso, relinoment, 
artistic tastu, lovo of pence; tho turn up 
moans vivacity and 
cheerfulness;

"The rescue party -of Frenchmen and 


Germans returned from Cbangh-sin-tien 
yesterday afternoon. They confirm the 
report that tho besieged Belgians are now 
safe at Peking. 
They found several 


thousand 'Boxers' about the ruins of Lu- 
kow-chiao 
and 
Changh-sicn-tien sta- 


tions. 
The bridges have been damaged 


and the rolling stock destroyed. At both 
places the damage done is cou?iderab'y 
greater that at Feng-tai. The members 
of the rescue party saw several bodies ot 
Chinese i earing' up the sleepers, and in 
one case a mandarin was looking on. 
They further report that the missionaries 
and others escaped from Pao-ting-fu iu 
boats." 


Peking dispatches yesterday said: 
"From all parts of the surrounding 


country news is constantly arriving of 
fresh atrocities committed by the 'Box- 
ers.' Three Christian families were mas- 
sacred at ShaH-lai-ying. GO miles from 
Peking, Friday, May '25. Only two es- 
caped. 


"Feug-tai this morning was occupied by 


a battalion of troops. Tho whole railroad 
station, workshops and locomotive sheds 
weie gulled and much rolling stock was 
destioycil, including the imperial palace 
car. Large godowns (Chinese warehouses') 
full of valuable merchandise were burned 
nftcr having been looted by the rioters. 
The damage done is estimated at 500,000 
tacls. 


"The 
neighboring villagers seem to 


have joined in the- attack, showing that 
the movement is not confined to the 'Box- 
ers.' liight rioters who were captured 
will he decapitated. 


"Riding through the south gate of Pe- 


king today a correspondent tound the 
road inside the walls lined with troops. 
who greeted the traveler and his party 
with a fusillade of stones. 


Hard to Foretell Ontconie. 


"Tlie whole country is seething with 


excitement, and it is hard to foretell the 
course of events.'' 


A dispatch received here today says the 


"Boxers" have attacked and burned a 
mission station at Lau-tson, 40 miles 
southwest of Peking, and have murdered 
the missionary in charge. 


A special dispatch from Shanghai, dat- 


ed today, says: "Yesterday the Chinese 
government issued an edict prohibiting 
the 'Boxers' organization under penalty 
of death. The edict, which was- signed by 
the emperor, n-as couched in equivocal 
terms uml promulgated really more as an 
excuse than in condemnation of the 
movement." 


Another Shanghai dispatch says: 
"The British warships Orlando and Al- 


gerine are landing 100 men at Taku, 
where the French. Russian and Japanese 
guards have already disembarked. 


''The 'Boxers' are apparently without 


arms, except those they have obtained 
from the soldiery, many of whom are 
openly joining the rebels." 


Sir Halliclay Macartney, counselor and 


English secretary to the Chinese legation 
in London, says he regards the rebellion 
as grave, although he is hopeful that it 
will bo suppressed. The danger lies, in 
his opinion, in the fact that among the 
Chinese there are "large numbers of in- 
flammable persons." 


The Daily Mail has received the follow- 


ing from Tien-tsin, dated May 30: 


"Heavy fighting has taken place be- 


tween the imperial troops and the "Box- 
ers" at Lai-shin-hi-sien, but the result 
is not known here. Railway t raffle at 
Peking has been resumed. The foreign 
settlement here is sufficiently protected 
by the American and Japanese troopsx 


who have been landed, consequently the 
excitement has abated."

A WEST POIN-PWWTWHO BECAME 


CHIEF OF THE NAVAJOES. 


The Qweer Story ol "BUon" MeL*M. 


Htm DUftp»r«r«nc« From tbe Mill- 
tary Acadc-iay •»* tb* Part H« 


''Bison" MeT.ean was sent to the Mili- 


tary academy at West Point from south- 
west Missouri. The class be joined has 
become famous for the names of several 
of its members. The name "Bison" was 
given him by George B. McCleHan be- 
cause of McLean's long black hair and 
immense size. 
The Missourian was a 


poor student in his classes, and that he 
managed to stay at the academy for 
three years at all was on account of bis 
superiority iu riding and drill work. His 
life in the southeast had trained him in 
firearms, and no cadet at the Point could 
equal his records on the target range. 
He was not a popular man, for, in addi- 
tion to being dull, he had a sullen tem- 
perament and moments of ungovernable 
passion. One cold, bitter winter night 
he disappeared. 
With one exception, 


this was the last time any of his class- 
mates saw "Bison" McLean. His skates 
were missing, and so a search was made 
for him in the river. His family saw 
that a search was made for him in New 
York. The books of the academy re- 
corded him missing, nud he was forgot- 
ten soon in the preparations for the war 
with Mexico. 


The war was fought and ended. The 


tide ot emigration to the west following 
the opening of the new territory and the 
discovery of gold in California- made neve- 
duties for the army. It was necessary 
for emigrants to travel in great wagon 
trains for their mutual protection, and 
the hussars were busy lending them their 
aid or avenging their wrongs. 
Garrisons 


were placed at Santa Pe and at several 
points in the southwest to keep the In- 
dians off the trails passing through Ma- 
pon Mount gap. 
General W. S. Harney 


was in command of these forces and had 
such men as Kit Carson in his employ as 
scouts. Major Snmner, afterward a ma- 
jor general, was General Harney's right 
hand man. Early in the fifties he was 
Bent on a scout with three troops of dra- 
goons through the Datil and Tularosa 
ranges. While he was mounting a rise 
in the Datils the dragoons came sudden- 
ly ou a band of 800 -Navajo Indians. The 
American troops prepared to fight, but 
the Indians halted and raised their hands 
with the open pnlm of peace. They ex- 
plained that they were after Apaches, 
with whom they were then enjoying 
one of their predatory wars. Then a re- 
markable thing happened. 
The chief 


rode out from the band and, facing them, 
gave a sharp command. 
The braves 


formed in troops of about 100 each and 
marched past as if at parade. 
The 


amazement of Major Sumner seemed to 
please the chief, _for he gave another 
command. The Indians turned 'sharply, 
changed from line into column and then 
back into line. 
Another sharp order, 


and they advanced in line by the entire 
command. 


''Where in thunder did you get all 


this?" cried Major Sumner. 


"We've four times this many drilled 


braves," the chief replied, and, dropping 
a little venom, "we'll use them, too, 
perhaps when it comes to fighting the 
whites. We have a great war chief who 
has taught us these things." 


He raised his hand as n signal, and the 


Indians moved over the hill and disap- 
peared. 


Major Sumner made an official report 


of the incident. He did not forget to 
tell,/ in addition to the. foregoing, that the 
Xavajoes he had seen were armed with 
American rifles and lances of Mexican 
manufacture. Jefferson Davis was then 
secretary of war. 
He had seen enough 


of the southwest in his experiences in 
the Mexican war to know how extraordi- 
nary it was that Indians should adopt a 
civilized method of warfare. 
He ordered 


« report in detail and called for as com- 
plete an investigation as possible under 
the circumstances. There was little more 
learned further than this— that the drill 
resembled that of the American dragoons 
and was not at all like the Mexican tac- 
tics. No white man had seen the war 
chief, though one of Kit Carson's scouts 
declared that he had. The chief was not 
a Mexican, he said, and was a Navajo 
most certainly. lie was a tall, handsome 
Indian of remarkable physique and rode 
like a dragoon and not like an Indian, 
Nothing more than these few facts could 
Secretary Davis gather. 


It was nearly ten years later that Jo- 


seph C. Ives was sent -at the- head -of an 
expedition to survey the Colorado river. 
A troop of dragoons was detailed as the 
guard for -his party. Ives had been at 
West Point and had been transferred to 
the topographical survey. While up in 
the mountains to the east of where now 
the town of Green River is the Indian 
guides became uneasy and reported that 
they were spied upon by some redskin 
scouts, to whom they could not approach 
close enough to learn their tribe. Guards 
were more -carefully placed. One morn- 
Ing the relief of one of the outer pickets 
found' the man shot through the heart by 
an arrow. 


"There's nn Indian chief on the guard 


line, and he's asked to see you." 


"You should go to your commanding 


officer, corporal," Ives replied. "I'm not 
in charge of the escort." 


"No; but the Indian asked for yon, sir, 


and by name." 


"Well, that's strange. 
How does he 


know me? Bring him up. But if he has 
any others with him keep them out of 
camp."

HAD TOO 
I CASTS OF PLASTEE. 


FIRST METHODIST SERMON. 


by John We»ley Over » Century 


aa<l a U»lf Ago. 


"On the 7th of March, 1736, John Wes- 


ley preached tho first Methodist sermon 
ever preached on this continent," writes 
the Rev. \V. J. Scott, D. D., in The La- 
dies' Home Journal. "Ic was delivered 
not far from the site of the present ChrUs 
church, 5-avannah, of •which he subse- 
quently was the third rector, and was ad- 
dressed to n mixed assemblage. His con- 
gregation hardly exceeded 400 persons, in- 
cluding children and adults, ro enforced, 
however, by 100 or more of the neighbor- 
ing Indians. Wesley discussed in a most 
eloquent manner the principles of Chris- 
tian charity as argued by tit. Paul in th« 
thirteenth chapter of First; Corinthians, 
He mado a powerful appeal, and many of 
his audtoace were in teara. While he was 
not so impetuous in his delivery us in aft- 
er years, his abilities at that time bespoke 
the great preacher and reformer. 


"If bo was Tuoro scholastic in style than 


in after ye-nrs, the fervor and force of his 
appeals were none the less felt by his hear- 
ers. 
Especially was this strikingly true 


when in the course of his discourse ho ad- 
verted to tho death of his father, who for 
40 years or more had been the incumbent 
of the Epworth rectory. This venerable 
man was asked not long before his death, 
•Are tho consolations* of God small with 
you?' 'No, no, no!' he exclaimed, with up- 
lifted hands. And then, continued Wosloy, 
calling all that were near him ny theii 
names, the dying patriarch said: 'Think 
of heaven, talk of Leaven. All time is lost 
when we. arc not thinking '-of "heaven!' 
JChis was spoken by^Yesloy in a tremulous 
Voice, and n'is new parishioners at Savan- 
nah were for the instant almost swept off 
their fees by a tidal wave of religions en- 
thusiasm.

Indians who were present became so great- 
ly cscitod, not only by Air. Wesley's im- 
passioned oratory—though they did nor 
understand a word he said—but by his 
gestures, that one old warrior nervously

Wfs.%es. Tho western metropolis is the cen- 
ter of trade and tho market for all tho 
<UviTj»ti\f plaster cast work which is used 
in th»- country. Chicago not only supplies 
tin- Mississippi valley and the west with 
topiun in plaster from the masters, but 
Hourly all of the oast. 


The trade in Chicago has an able com- 


petitor in Milwaukee in the tint! of work 
lurni.d out;, but nu such amount of work 
comes from the casting shops of that sister 
city as is turned out here. However, the 
combined trade of Milwaukee and Chicago 
ii>.->nage$ to supply the demand of all tha 
Uniutl States and even that of England. 


Tho dirty Italian peddler who goes from 


house to house selling bis little plaster 
Yenuses and Dianas did not learn hi* 
trudo in sunny Italy. It is not an impor- 
tation from his native shores. The pretty 
copies of the beautiful and fantastic in art 
;:ro not u breath of some great foreign ar- 
tistic atmosphere brought; here by the 
scum of Roman and Milanese streets. The 
plaster works of art on sale in Chicago ar« 
on indigenous produce, tho work of natifs 
hands and native thought. 


There arc at least a dozen firms in opera- 


tion here. The work which they furnish 
for tbo public includes not only the little 
statuettes, bas-reliefs and busts which are 
familiar to rhe oycs of pedestrians in shop 
windows, bur also tho extensive decorative 
work in planter used in the construction 
of buildings. 


TUP trade of the decorative plasterer, as 


this kind of a-fisr is known, is simple, yet 
interesting. Tho men employed are divid- 
ed into two classes, the molders, or sculp- 
tors, and the castors. 


Tho sculptors are men of ability. They 


perform the most important work in clay. 
They originate the designs aud copy clay 
figures from the great masters. With deft 
tou&j and idealistic thought they fashion 
beautiful hits of voriffrom 'the wef-cla'y,, 
It-is a work of upbuilding, of fashioning 
from the lifeless olay the laughing'heaU 
of a woman or the sardonlcal grin of a. 
faun. 
Tho sculptor works only in clay 


and models with his blunt, flat pencil 
great panels aud strips of graceful, decora- 
tive work for the interior finish of build- 
ings. On him hangs the responsibility and 
on him depends all the success of the fu- 
ture work. He is tbo modeler of designs 
which the plasterers use as- the matrices 
of innumerable copies. 


When the model in clay is completed, it 


Is laid asid»for 48 hours to dry. 
During 


that time tho water used in softening tbe 
clny to make it malleable evaporates, leav- 
ing tho work of tho sculptor almost a3 
hard and durable as marble. This staga in 
plaster work is called clay modeling. 


The design is now ready for the casters. 


The olay model is brushed with shellac and 
prepared for tho covering of gelatin glue 
and tho making of tho glue mold 
The 


model is covered first with a so called 
shell. This is made of plaster and fits OVOT 
the model like the full high cover of a flat 
salad plate, An aperture is then made iu 
the ?hell as it rests upon tbe model, and 
into ti;is aperture the liquid gelatin glut) 
is poured. It flows around the intricate 
di*ign of tho model and is left overnight 
to harden. 


In tho morning, when tho sl>e.]l is re- 


niovcd. this glue mold has hardened and 
can itself be lifted entire from the clay 
model beneath. Ic bears on its underside 
an exact imprint of the model, and if, has 
tho consistency of a piece of soft india 
rubber. Ic is durable, however, nnd serves 
as the mold from which the plaster casts 
themselves arc made. 


Generally large clay models are taken 


in sections, so that the glue mold is of 
manageable sizn. Into it i.'! poured the 
liquid plaster, farming tho head or nrm or 
figure in plaster tbo exact counterpart of 
the clay. 


The third stago, that of pouring the 


plaster into the glue mold, requires a cer- 
tain amount of dexterity and neatness, 
for tho material hardens quickly, and uo 
time can be lost. 
When n model is made 


iu sections, the plaster imitation is glued 
together to make thu whole and then cov- 
ered with shullac to protect it from Foiling 
by the dusc and soot of the atmosphere. 


The workshop of the plaster molders is= 


a curious place. No machinery whatever 
is tii-ed in tho work. No gigantic wheels 
or buzzing saws mako tho room noisy 
with thoir revolutions. Over in one corner 
stand a, stove and a big boiler, In which 
tho gluo is melted. This is tho only im- 
plement, besides tho tiny tools, which is 
brought into n work that is essentially a 
work of the hands. 


Tho tools are as rude and immature us 


thoso of tho aborigines. Yet no other tools 
are needed. Those used by the sculptor 
are pieces of flat, highly polished wood, 
6 or 8 inches in length and very blunt. 
Tools arc also used upon tho plaster case 
to round out sharp, harsh corners. 
These 


nro of metal, 10 inches in length, flat, 
pointed and finhioned with rows of tiny 
teeth on either side. 


A certain kind of decorative work is 


made by these plasterers which looks, 
when completed, liko wood 
Instead of 


plaster, a kind of oumpositio$,-*.ne making 
of whioh is a secret, is used. This compo- 
sition when dry is grained, admits of the 
introduction of filling and Is susceptible of 
ns high a polish as nuy hard wood, deco- 
rative work in this composition is \ised ns 
molding nnd other wall finishing, as the 
cap.s of wooden columns aud in all tho 
various phases of interior cr exterior fin- 
ish. It is durable, resists tho inclemency 
of t.!ia weather and docs not cost, as much 
HS tho curve** wood irsolf, and when com- 
pleted cannot bo distinguishe-d from tho 
latter.—CJv<yigo Times-Herald.

With Meals. 


The arguments presented by many 


writers seem to prove that, the moderate 
taking of fluids with the food at meals ia 
not withoiic benefit. But the importance 
of the thorough mastication of food before 
it is presented to the stomach must neve* | 
be overlooked. If this ia interfered with \ 
in any way by the use of liquids, we must 
promptly prohibit their indulgence. 


Fluids may be taken ad libitum during 


meals by those whose digestive powen' 
will allow it, but such persons should koep I 
in mind that the strongest stomach may , 
be abused too far, while those stomachs 
already unequal 10 a severe strain should 
be especially careful ns to the quantity of 
fluid imbibed with the food. 


The saliva is the best lubricator for the 


food while it is in the mouth, both be- 
cause of its starch digesting powers and j 
because its alkalinity serves to stimulate a j 
copious flow of the acid secretion of the 
stomach. 
j 


Any habit, therefore, which permits the i 


entrance of food into the stomach betora 
it is thoroughly incorporated with saliva 
must bo pronounced pernicious in the ex- 
trenio. 


If we cannot afford the time necessary 


for masticating our food properly and in- 
corporating it thoroughly with saliva, it 
•would be better to take nothing but broth* 
mnd similar foods. The use of water and 
ather liquids as lubricators is not to be 
tolerated. 


On tho other hand, if -wo bear in mind 


tho whole mechanism of digestion, it \vill 
readily be seen that in cases of weaknesi 
or want of tone on the part of the muscles 
of the stomach, when every part of the 
food cannot be properly presented to thi 
action of tho digestive juices, the introduc- 
tion into the stomach of a moderate 
amount of water may be of no slight bene- 
fit. The mass of food will become more 
pliable, und so more easily operated upon
